tia to their success. 
Tut what about the scores, the hundreds, the thousand 
f boys w ho have pursued a desultory course through high 
school, largely as a result of parental urge or legal require­ 
ment, looking forward in a natural sort of w ay to several 
years in college as a continuance of a rather “soft snap” 
freed from the annoyance of hom e limitations of conduct 
and presenting a fair field for the full expression of such 
restrained “w ildness” as they m ay be aching to display? 


The good intent of professional educators who incline 
to urge college training for all y ou n g people cannot be ques­ 
tioned— it is but the human inclination to stress the thing of 
m ost direct personal interest— but it would be well for the 
people as a w hole, and many parents in particular, to dis­ 
abuse thci- minds of the idea that a college education is an 
open sesam e to the gates of success or that the lack of such 
a higher education spells failure for the youth w ho foregoes 
ii in order to enter more quickly into the field of productive 
endeavor to which talent and inclination invites him. 
It must not he forgotten that an important lesson which 
everyone should learn early in life is that all productive 
and necessary labor is honorable and that the production 
requirements of factory and shop, and the various trades 
will continue to provide the real opportunities for a much 
larger percentage of young men than can be satisfactorily 
cared for in any one of the several learned professions to­ 
ward which parental ambition m ight 
feel that 
they 
are 


“c a lle d ” 
Colleges and universities should by all means be m ain­ 
tained for those who go to them with a real appreciation of 
what they are going for 
But with a really sensible process 
of elimination and selection it is doubtful if present facilities
